But herein I cannot ſo fully bequeath them to folly, as their 
ideot art- maiſters, that intrude themſclues to our cares as 


the Acumiſts of eloquence, who(mourſſd on the ſtage of 


arrogance) thinke to out-braue better pennes with the ſwel-. .

ling bumbaſte of a bragging blanke verſe. Indeede it may 


be, the ingrafted overflow of ſome kil-cow conceit, that o- 
uercloyeth their imagination with a more then drunken 
reſolation, being not extemporall in the inuention of any 
other megns to vent their manhood, commits the diſgeſti- 
on of their cholericke inicumbrances, to the ſpacious vo- 
lubilitie of a drumming decaſillabon. Mongęſt this kind 
of men that repoſe eternitie in the mouth of aplayer, I can

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no more learningntheirskall,: then will ſerue to talce vp 
2commoditie, nor Art in their braine then was nouriſhed - 
in a ſeruing- mans idleneſſe, will take vpon them to be the 
ironicall Cenfors of all, when God and Poetrie doth know 
they are the ſimpleſt of all.

What is not Maroes twelue years 
toile,thatſo famed his twelue eEneidos?Or Peter Ramus ſix- 
teene yeares paines that ſo praifed his petty Logicke? How 
is it then, our dygwping wittes ſhould ſo wonder at an ex- 
quiſite une, that kX his maiſters day. labour? Indeed I muſt 
needes ſay, the 33 yeares from the Philoſophers 
Athens haue not bin ſupplied with ſuch preſent Orators, 
as were able in any Engliſh veine to be. eloquent of their 
owne, but either they muſt borrow invention of Arioſto, 
and his countrimen, take vp choiſe of words by exchange 
in Thallies Tuſculane, and the ane Hiſtoriographers ſtore.

moſt ſuperficially of Pollicie, as thoſe that nener ware

faid Adage, Sus Mineruam, and cauſe the wiſer toquippe 
them wirh e iuus ad lyrum. Would Gentlemen and1iper 
mdgements admit my motion of moderation in a matter 
of folly, I would perfwade them to Phiſicke their facul- 
ties of ſeeing and hearing, as the Sabæans do their dulled v 
ſences with ſmdling, who (as Strabo reporteth) ouercloyed 
with ſuch odoriferous ſauours ,. as the naturall increaſe of 
their countrey (Balſamum, Amomum, with Myrrhe and 
Frankencenſfe ). ſends forth, refreſh their noſtrilles with 
the vnſauorie ſcent of the pitchy ſlime, that Exphrares caſt 
IP „and the contagious fumes of Goates beards burned:

then he will ceaſe from his intended enterpriſe. Oft haue 
obferued what Ino ſet downe : a ſecular wit that hath li- 
ued all dayes of his life by,what doe you lacke? to be more 
iudiciall in matters of conceit, then our quadrant crepun- 
dious, that ſpit ergo in the mouth of euery one they meete: 
yet thoſe and theſe are affectionate to dogged detracting,

neuer heard of the name of Magiſtrate before he came to 
Cambridge 8 it is no meryaile if euery alehoufe vaunt the ta- 
ble of the world turned yj Fe down? „ſince the child bea- 
teth his father, and the 115 whippeth his maiſter. But leſt I 
might ſeeme with theſe night: crow es , Ni gurioſus in a- 
liena republica, I will turne acke to mM 7 % 
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triuiall tranſlators. Itis a common practiſe nowadayes a- 
mongeſt a ſort of ſhifting companions, that runne through 
euerie Art, and thrive by none, to leaue the trade of Noue- 
rint whereto they were borne , and buſie themſelues with 


the indeuours of rt, that could fearcely latinize their necke 


verſe if they ſhoulde haue neede : yet Engliſh Seneca read 


by candle-light yeeldes many good ſentences, as Blood is 4 
beg gar, atid fo forth: and if you intreate him faire in a fro- 
ſtie morning, hee will affoorde you whole hamlets, I ſhould 
ſay, handfuls of tragicall ſpeeches. But O griefe l tempus e- 
dax rerum, whats zhat will laſt alwates? The ſea exhaled 
oy droppes will in continuance be drie, and Seneca let 
blood line by line, and page by page, atleMith muſt needes 
die to our ſtage: which makes his famiſhed followers to i- 
mitate.the Kid in: Æſop, who enamoured with the Foxes 
newfangles, forſooke all hopes of lie to leape into a newe 
occupation: and theſe men renouncing all poſſibilities of 


credite or eſtimation , to intermeddle with Italian tranſla- 
tions: wherein, how poorely they haue plodded, 5 thoſe

tongue with the expence of their toyle. Not long after, 
their emulation beeing tranſported into England , euery 
priuateſcholer, Wuliam Turner, and who not, beganne to 
vaunt their ſinattering of Latin, in Engliſh impreſſions. 
But amongeſt others in that age, fir Thoma. e 
did ſeuer it ſeſſe from all equalles, although ſir Tn 


CHoore with his comicall wit, at that inſtant was not alto- 


ether idle : yet was not knowledge fullie confirmed in 
er Monarchie amongeſt vs, till that moſt famous and for- 
tunate Nurſe of all learning, Saint Johns in Cambridge, that 
at that time was as an V niuerſitic within it ſelfe, ſhining fo 
farre aboue all other houſes, halles, and hoſpitalles whatſo—- 
euer, that no Colledge in the Towne, was able to com- 
ps with the tithe of her Students, hauing ( as I haue 

card graue men of creditereport) moe Candles light in it, 
euerie Winter morning before foure of the clocke, then

the foure of the clocke bell gaue ſtrokes, till ſhe 


her fruitfull wombe, ſufficient Schollers , both to ſupport 
her owne weale, as alſo to ſupply all other inferiour foun- 
dations defects, and namelie, that royall erection of Tri- 
nitie Colledge, which the Vniuerſitie Orator,in an Epi- 
ſule to the Duke of Somerſet, aptly tearmed Colona Alke 
from the ſuburbes of Saint Iohnt. In which extraordina- 
rie conception; vna parts in rempublicamprodiere, the Ex- 
chequer of eloquence fir John Cheeke, a man of men, ſu - 
pernaturally traded in all tongs, fir Tam Ma on, doctor Mar- 
Jen, Redman, Aſcam, Grindall, Leuer, Pilkinton: all which 
haue either by their private readings, or publique workes, 
repurged the errours of Arte, expelled from their 1 
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and ſet before our eies a more perfect methode of ſtudie: 


Eut bowe ill their precepts haue proſpered with our idle 
age, that leaue the tountames of Sciences, to followe the 
Ruers of Knowledge, their ouer-fraught ſtudies, with tri- 
fling compendiaries may teſtifie: for J know not howe it 
commeth to paſſe ; by the doating practiſe of our diumi- 
te dunces, that ſtriue to make them pupilles pulpet-men; 
before they are reconciled to 7 rin: but thoſeyeares 
which ſhould be imployedan Ariſtatie, are expired in Epi- 
tomies, and well too, they may haue ſo much Catechuſine 
vacation, to take vp a little refuſe philofophie . And here 
Icould enter into a large fielde of mueſtiue againſt our ab- 
+ tet abbreuiations of Arts, were it not growne to ancw fa- 
{hion among our Nation: to vaunt the pride of contraction 
im euerie manuarie action: inſomuch, that the Purer noſter, 
which was wont to filla ſheete of paper , is writtenin the 
compaſſe of a penmie:2 chereupon one merily aſſumed 
that prouerbe to be deriued, Vo pennie no pater noſter. Which 
their nice curtailing putzeth me in minde of the cuſtome 
of the Scythians, who if they bee at any time diſtreſſed 
with famine, take in their girdles. ſhorter , and ſwaddle 
themſelues ſtrauer, to the intent, no vacuum being left in 
their intrailes , hunger ſhould not ſo much tyrannize ouer 
their ſtomackes : euen ſo theſe men oppreſſed with a grea- 
ter penurie of Art, doe pound their capacitie in barren 
compenduurs, and bound their baſe humours in the beg- 
garlyſſtraita of a hungrie e Anahhſit, leſt longing after that 
fit which the pouertie of their conceit cannot com- 
paſſe. they ſooner yeeld vppe their youth to deſtinie , than 


their heart to vnderſtanding How is it then, ſuch bung

Aulia this page 
of praiſe, | cannot omit aged ¶ Arthur Golding for his indu\ 
ſtrious toile in Engliſhing Omids Meramorphoſis , beſides 
many other ex quiſite editions of diuinitie, turned by him 
out of the French tougue into our 'owne. Maſter Phaer 
likewiſe is not to be forgot, in regard of his famous Virgil 
whole heauenly verſe, had it not bm blennſhed by his hautie 
thoughts, England might haue long infulted his witte, 
and corrigat qui poteſt haue bin ſubſcribed to his woorkes.

cept, whom I mentioned before) L knowe not almoſt any 
late dayes, that hath ſhewed himſelfe ſingular in any ſpeciall 
latine Poem: whoſe Amintas, and tranſlated Anrigone may 
march in equipage of honour, with any of our ancient Po- 
ets : I will not ſay but we had a Hadden,whoſe pen would 
haue challenged the Lawrell from Homer, togither with 
Carre, that came as neere him as Virgs/ to Theocruus. But 
Thomas Newton with his Leiland, and Gabriel Harney, with 
two orthree other , is almoſt all the ſtore that is left vs at 
this houre. Epitaphers and poſition poets, we haue more 
than a good manie, that ſwarme like Crowes ta a dead car- 
kaſſe, but flie like ſwallowes in the winter, from any con- 
tinuate ſubiect of wit. The efficient whereof, I imagine 
to iſſue from the vpſtart diſcipline of our reformatorie 


Churchmen, who account wit vanitie, and poetrie impietie: 


whoſe errour, although the neceſſitie of philoſophic _ 
confute , which lies cowched moſt cloſely ynder darke fa- 
bles profunditie , yet I had rather referre it as a diſputatiue 
plea to diuines, then ſet it downe as a determinate poſiti- 
on in my vnexperienced opinion .

Pardon me 
entlemen) though ſomewhat merrily I glaunce at their 
immoderate folly, who affirme, that no man writes with 
conceit, except he take counſell of the cup: nor would 1 
haue you Birks, that theonino dente, 1 arme my ſtile 3- 
gainſt all, fince I do know the moderation of many Gen- 
thmen' of that ſtudy, to be ſo; farre from infamie, as their 
verſe from equalitie : whoſe ſufficieneie, were it as well 
ſeene into, by thoſe of higher place, as it wanders abroad 
vnrewarded in the mouthes of vngratefull monſters, no 
doubt but the remembrance, of Macenas liberalitie exten- 
ded to Alaro, and men of like qualitie, would haue left no 
memory to that prouerb of Nouertie, Si aihilatiuieri bis 
Homere forus, Tuſſj fax qun Engliſh Ttahans, the fineſt

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in &mpariſon of other countries: whome if you inteve 
rupt with rede rationem, they will tell you of Peirurch 
Tuſſo, ¶ eliauo, wich an infinite number of others, to whom 
if I ſhould oppoſe Chaucer, Lydgare, Gower, with ſuch like, 
that hued vnder the tyrannie of ignorance, I doe thinks 
ther beſt louers would-be much diſcontented, with the 
collation of contraries, if I ſhould write over all their heads, 
Haile fellow, well met. One thing I am ſure of, that each of 
theſe three, haue vaunted their meeters, with as much ad- 
miration in Engliſh, as euer the proudeſt Ariaſte did his 
verſe in Italian. What ſhould I come to our Court, where 
the'otherwhule vacations of our grauer Nobilitie are pro- 
digal of more pompous witte, and choice of words, than 
euer tragicke Taſſo could attaine to: but as for paſtorall 
poems, I will not make the compariſon, leſt our coyntry- 
mens credite ſhould be diſcountenanced by the contenti- 
on; ho although they cannot fare with ſuch-inferiour fa- 
eilitie, yet I know would carrie the bucklers full eaſily from 
all forraine brauers, if their ſubicliæms circa quod, ſhould ſa» 
uor of any ching hautie. And ſhould the challenge of deepe 
coniceit be intruded by an forrainer, to bring our Enghth 
-wittes to the touchſtone of Art, I would preferre, diuine 
maſter Spencer, the myracle of wit to bandie line by line for 
my life, in the honour of England, againſt Spaine, France, 
Italie and all the world. Neher is he the onely Swal- 
lo of our ſummer, ee e Apollo, if his Tripos were

creaſe, the arraignment of Paris might pleade to your o- 
pinions, his pregnant dexteriticof witte, and manifolde 

varieue of inuention , wherein (me iudice) hee goeth a 
ſteppe beyond all that write. Sundrie other ſweete Gen- 
tllemen I doeknowe , that haue vaunted their pennes in 

riuate deuiſes, and tricked vppe a companie of taffata 

Moles with tlieir feathers , whoſe beautie, if our Poets 
had not pecked with the ſupplic af their periwigges, they 
might Haue antickt it vnnll this tune vp and downe the 
Countrey with the King of Fairies, and dined euery day 
at the peaſe porredge ordinarie with Deffriows. But To- 
loſſa hath forgotten that it was ſometune ſacked , and 
beggars that euer they carried their fardels on foot backe : 
* in trueth no maruaile, whenas the deſerued reputa- 
tion of one Roſcius, is of force to enrich a rabble of coun- 
terfeits. Yet let ſubiectes for all their inſolence, dedicate 
a De profundis euerie morning to the preſeruation of their 
Ceſar , leſt their increaſing indignities returne them ere 
long to their iugling mediocritie, and they bewayle in 
weeping blankes, the wane of their Monarchie. As 
Poetrie hath beene honoured in thoſe her torenamed pro- 
ſeſlours, ſo it hath not beene anie whitte diſparaged by 
Willam Maruers abſolute Albiont. And heere Authori- 
tic hath made a full poynt : in whoſe reverence infiſting 
I ceaſe oppor to yourſport the picture of thoſe Pam- 
phleters and Poets, that make apatrimonic of In ſpeech, 
and more then a yoonger brothers inheritaunce of their 
Abcie. Reade fauourablie , to incourage mee in the firſt- 
lings of my follie, and perſwade your ſelues, I will per- 
ſecute thoſe idiots and their heires vnto the third genera- 
tion, that haue made Arte bankerout of her ornaments, 
and ſent Poetrie a begging vp and downe the Countrey. 
It may bee, my Anatom of Abſardities may acquaint you

U J Fter- chat the waath of mightie Ioue bad 
wzapt Arcadia with nopſome peffilence , inſo⸗ 
mach that the apze yielding pzeiudieiall ſa- 
== uours, ſeemed-fobe peremptoꝛie in ſome fatall 
refolntion. Democles ſoueraigne and king of that fa⸗ 
mous Continent, pittying the ſiniſter accidentes of his 
people, being a man as iuſt in his cenſures, us ropall 
in his polſeſions', as careful fo2 the weale of his coun 
try, asthecounterrance of his diademe, thiriking that 
vnpeopled cities were coꝛroſiues foPzinces eoricient 8, 
that the ſtrength or his ſubiects was the ſinewes of his do- 
- minions, and that euery crowne muſt conteine a care, not 
only to winne honoz by fozreine conqueſts, but in mains 
teining dignity with ciuil and domeffical inũghts. Demo- 
cles graunding his arguments vppon eſe p2emilles, to⸗ 
ueting to be counted Pater patriæ, calling a'partiament 
togither, whither all his Nobilitie incitedbyſummons, 
made their repaire, - elected two of his chitfe-Lo2des to 
paſſe vnto Delphos, at Apollos Dzacle to heare the fatall 
ſentence, either oftheir future miſerie, oꝛ pꝛeſent remedie. 
Ns hauing their charge, poſting from Arcadia to the 
Tripos where Pitta fate, the facred Numph that deli⸗ 
uered out Apollos Dylonimas, offering (as their maner is) 
their ozizons and pꝛeſentes as well fo intreate by deuo⸗ 
tion, as to perſwade by bountie, they had returned from 
Apollo this dome.

- No ſoner had Pithia delinered this Ccroll to the Lozdes 
of Arcadie, but they departed and b2oi:ghtit to Democles, 
who cauſing the Oꝛacle to be read amongſt his diſircfied 

tommons, found the Delphian cenſure moꝛe full of doubta 
toamaze, than fraught with hape to comfozt3 thinking 
rather that the. angrie God ſent a peremptoꝛie pꝛeſage of 
ruine,than a pꝛobable aͤmbiguitie to applaud any hope of 
remedte.; pet loath to haue his careful ſubiecs fal into the 
balefull Labozinth ol deſpaire, Democles beganne to diſ⸗ 
courſe vnto them, that the interpꝛeters of A pollos ſecrets 
were not the conceits ot humane reaſon, but the ſucceſſe 
of long expected euents that comets did poꝛtend at the ſirſt 
blaze, but foke effed in the vated boſome of the deſtinies; 
that D2acles were fozetolv at the Delphian taue, but were 
ſhapte out and finiſhed in the Counſell houſe. With ſuch 
perſwaſine argumentes Democles àppeaſed the diſtreſſed 
thoughts ok his doubtfull connfrymen;and commaynded. 
by pꝛoclamation that no man ſhuld pꝛy into the quiddities 
of Apollosanſwere, leſt ſundꝛy cenſures of his diuine ſc- 
crecie ſhould trouble Arcadia with ſome ſodaine mutinie. 
The king thus ſmothing the heate ol his cares, reſted a 
melancholie man in his courts; hiding vnder his head the 

double faced figure of Ianus , as well to cleare the ſkies of 
other mens conceits with ſmiles,as fo furniſh out his own 
dumps with thoughts. But as other beaſtes leuell their 
loks at the countenance ofthe lion, and birds make wing 
as the Eagles flie: ſo Regis ad arbitrium totus componitur 
erbis : the people were meaſured by the minde of the 
loueraigne , and what ſtoꝛmes ſocuer they ſmothered in 
p2tuate conceif, pet they made haye,andcried-holipaic in 
outward appearance: inſomuch that every man repai⸗ 
red to his owne home, and fell either vuto * 02 

| ours 
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Arcadia, 


abours, as their lining o2 content allowed them. 


Whilesthus Arcadia reſted in a ſilent quiet, Menaphon 
the Kings ſhepheard, a man ok high account among the 
Swaines of Arcadia, loued of the Pymphes, as the paras 
gon of all their countrey pongſters, walking ſolitarie 
downe to the ſhoze, to ſe ifany ofhis ewes and lambes 
were ſtragled downe to the ſtrond to bꝛowze on ſea ivie, 
whereof they take ſpeciall delight to feede; he found his 
flockss gazing vpon the Pꝛomontoꝛie Mountaines hard⸗ 
lie: whereon reſting himſelfe on a hill that ouer prered the 
great Mediterraneum, noting how Phorbus fetched his 
Laxaltos an the purple Plaines of Neptunus, as if he had 
meant to haue courted Thetis in the roialtie of his robes; 
the Dolphines (the ſwete conceiters of muſicke) fetcht 
their carrters on the calmed waues, as if Arion had 
touched the ſtrings of his ſiluer ſounding inſtrument: the 
Mermaides thꝛuſting their heads from the boſome of Am: 
phitrite,ſate on the mounting banks of Neptune, dzying 
their watrie treſſes in the ſanne-beames, Holus fozbare 
fo th2ow abꝛoad his gueſtes on the lumbering bꝛowes of 
the Sea-God, as giuing Triton leaue to pleaſure his 


Queene with defired melodie, and Portcus libertie to ſol⸗ 


low his flockes without diſquiet. 

Menaphon loking oner the champion of Arcadie fo ſe if 
the Continent were as full offmiles , as the ſeas were ol 
ſauours, ſaw the ſhzubbes as in a dꝛeame with delightful 
harmonie, and the birdes that chaunted on their bzanches 
not diſturbed with the leaſt bzeath of a fauourable Zephi- 
rus. Seeing thus the accozdofthelandand ſea, caſtinga 
freſh gaze on the water Nimphes , he began to conſider 


how Venus was faigned by the Poets to ſp2ing of the 


froth ofthe ſeas,which dꝛaue him ſtraight into a deep con ⸗ 
iecturesſtheinconffancy ofloue, that as if Luna were his 


load; ſtarre, had euerie minute ebbes and tides, ſometime 


ouerflowing the bankes of Foztune with a gracious lake 

lightned from the eies ofa fauourablelouer, otherwhiles 

ebbingto the dangerous ſhelle I walk with the pier⸗

affection,began thus to leoffe at Venus Deitis. 
5 phon, thy mindes favours are greater than thy

wealths foztunes,thy thoughts higher than thy birth, and 


thy pꝛiuate tonceit better than thy publique eſteme.Whott 
art a chepheard Menaphon, who in feving of thy flocks fin 


deſt out natures —— in pꝛeuenting thy lambs pꝛe⸗ 


tudice,conceiteſt the aſtronomital motions of the heauts: 


the Ancients diſcourſe in their learned Academies. Thou 
tounteſt laboꝛ, as the Indians do their Chnſocolla where- 
with they trie euery mettall, and thou examine euer acii⸗ 
on, Content ſitteth in thy mind as Neptune in his Deas 
thꝛone, who with his trident mace appealctheuery ſtoꝛm. 
When thouſeeſt the heauens frowne, thou thinkeſt on thy 


fanlts,and a tltere ſkie putteth thee in mind of grace: the 


ſummers gloꝛie tels thee of youths vanifie;þ winters par⸗ 
ched leaues ok ages declining weaknelle. Thus in a mir⸗ 
rour thou meaſareſt thy deds with equall and confiverate 
motions, by being a chepheard findeſt that which kings 


the winds the Pine tres ok Ida, when the Affricke ſhzubs 
waue not aleafe with the tempeſts. Thine eies are vails 
with content, that thou canſt not gaze ſo high as ambition: 
and fo2 loue: t with that in naming ol loue, the ſhepheard 


fell into a great laughter. Lone Menaphon, why df all fol- 


lies that euer Poets fained, oꝛ men euer faulted with, this 
foliſh imagination of loue is the greateſt: Venus fozſwth 
foz her wanton eſcapes mult be a goddelle, and hirbaſfard 
a Deity:Cupid muſt be vong and ener a boy fop2oue that 
loue is fond and witlefſe,wings to make him intonſtant, x 
arrowes whereby to ſhew him feareful:blind (02 all were 
not wozth a pin) to pꝛoue that Cupids leuel l is both 'with- 
out aime and reaſon;thus is the God, and ſuch ous Uo⸗ 
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karies. As bone ns bur hephea 
ſelues to fancy, and were the caractersof Venus lam 
their foꝛeheads, ſtraight their ittire m uſt ve quaint, beit 
loks ful of amoꝛs, as their Gods quiuer is full of arrows: 
their eies holding ſmiles and teares, ta leaps out at their 
Miſtris fauours oꝛ her frownes:ſighs mult ſlie as figure 
oftheir thoughts, x euere wꝛinckle muſt be tempꝛ £D ß 
apaſſion: thus ſuted in outward pꝛopoꝛtion, and made ex⸗ 
cellent in in ward conſtitution, they ſtraight repaire to fake 
view of their Pi ris beautie. She as one obſeruant vn⸗ 
to Venus pꝛinciples, firſt tieth loue in her trelles, and 
wꝛaps affection in the tramells off her haire; maring our

Menaphon hauing ended his roundelay, roſe vp, thin⸗ 
king to paſſe from the mountaine downe tothe valley,ca- 
ſting his eie to the ſea ſive , eſpied certainefragments ofa a 
bꝛoken ſhip floating vpon the waues, and fundzie perſons 
dꝛiuen vpon the ſhoꝛe like a calme, walking all wet and 
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wearie vpon the lands, wondzing at this ſtrange light, he 6 
fade amazedzyet deſirous to e the euent af this atcident, * 
he ſhꝛowded himſelfe to reſt vneſpied till he might per⸗ 
teiue what would happen: at laſt he might deſcr ie it was 
a woman holding a child in her armes, aid an olde man 
directing her as it were her guide. [Theſe thꝛee as di⸗ 
ffreff:d w2ackes)-pzeferued by ſome further foꝛepointing 
fate, coueted to clime the mountaine, the better to vſe 
the fauour ofthe ſunne, to dꝛie their dꝛenched apparellzat 
laſt crawled vp where poꝛe Menaphon lay ctcſe, and 
reſting them vnder abuſh, the olde man did nothing but 
ſend out ſighs; and the woman ceaſednot from ſtreaming 
foꝛth riuolets offeares , that hung on her cheekes like the 
dꝛoppes of pearled deaw vpon the riches of Flora.

Neptune was moze than the enuie of Aolus, t the diſcur⸗ 
tefie of thy father is pꝛopoꝛtioned with the fanonr of the 
gads. Thus (Sepheſtia) being copartner of thy milerie, vet 
doe J ſecke to allay thy martirdome: being ſicke to my ſelf, 
pet do J play the Phiſition to thee, wilhing thon maift 
bears thy fozrowes with as much content, as Jbzoke mp 
milkoztunes with patience.As he was ready to go fozward 
with his perſwaſine argument, Sepheſtia fetching a deeps 
ſigh, filling her tender cies with teares,made this replie. 

Sweet Lamedon, onte partner of my roialties, noi pay» 
taker of my wants, as conſfant in his extream diſtreſſe, as 
faithfull in higher foꝛtunes : the Turtle pearketh not on 
barren trees, Doues delight! not in foule cottages, the Ly 
on frequentsno putrified haunts, friends follow not after 
pouertie, no: hath ſinifter chance anie dꝛugs from the phi⸗ 
ſitians, Nallus ad amiſſas ibit amicus opes : and pet Lamedon, 
the miſfo2tnne of Sepheſtia abzidgeth not our old contra 
ted amitis , thou tempereſt her exile with thy baniſh- 
ment, and ſhe ſailing to Stix, thou ferrieſt ouer to * 
ton: then Lamedon, ſaying as Andromache ſaide to 
Kor, Tu Dominus, tu vir, tu mihifrater eris: hy aged . 
ſhalbe the calender of my loztunes, and thy graie haires the 
aralels of mine actions. JfLamedon perſwade Sephe- 
ia to content , Portia ſhall not exceede Sepheſtia iu pati⸗ 
encez it he will her to k&pe a low ſaile, the wil vaile al her 
ſheate, if to fo2get her lones,ſhe will quench them with la⸗ 
bours, it to accuſe Venus as a foe, J wil hate Cupid as an 
onemie : and {ing the Deſtinies — dꝛiuen ther from a 
crowne, 4 wil reſt atifflied with the cuntrie, placing al my 
delights in honozing ther, aud nurſing vp my pꝛettie wan⸗ 
ton. J wil imagine a ſmal cottage to be a ſpacious pallate, 
and think as great quiet in a ruſſet coat, as in rial habil⸗ 
liments: Se edon wil not ſcoꝛne with Iuno to 
en 1 ſpapcof wi 
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no2iſhment of my heart, and the courſe of hispouth ſhalbs 
the camtoꝛt of my yeares,euerie laughter thatleapes from 
his lokes,ſhall be the holib aie ofmy conceites,and euetis 
feare ſhall furmiſh out my greefes, and his fathers funes 
ralls. Jhane heard them ſaie Lamedon, thatthelbwe@ 
ſhubbes fels the leaſt tempeſts, and in the valleyes of 
Affrica is heard no thunder, that in countrie romes is 
greateſt reſt, and in little wealth the leaſt diſquiet: digni⸗ 
fie treadeth vpon glaſſe,and honour is like vato the herbe 
Synara, that when it blometh moſt. goꝛgesus, then it bla- 
ſeth : Aulica vita ſplendida miſeria, Courtes haue golden 
dzeames, but cottages ſwirxte flumbers : then Lamedon, 
will A diſguiſe my lelfe , with my cloathes will J change 
my thoughts; foꝛ being poꝛelp attired, J wil be meanelp 
minded, and meaſuremy actions by my pꝛeſent eſtate, not 
by fozmer foztunes. In ſaping this the babe awakt and 
tried, and ſhe fell to feares mixed with a lullabie. 
All this while Menaphon ſate amongft the thzubs firing 
his eies on the glozious obiect ofhir face, he noted her treſ⸗ 
les, which he compared to the coloured Hiacinth of Arca- 
dia, her bzows to the mountain ſnows that lies onthe hils, 
her eies to the graie gliſter of Titans gozgeous mantle, hir 
alablaſter necke to the wohitenelſe ot his flocks, her teares 
to pearle, her fate to boꝛders oflillies interſeamed with ro⸗ 
ſes:to be bziefe, our ſhepheard Menaphon that heretoſmae 
was anAtheilt to loue, and as the T heſſalian of Bacchus, ſo 
he a contemner of Venus, was now by the wilie ſhaft of 
Cupid ſo intangled in the perfection and beufeous excelen⸗ 
cie of Sepheſtiaʒas now he ſwoze,no benigne Plannet but 
Venus, no Gov but Cupid, no exquiſite deitie but Lone, 
Being thusfettored with thepliantperſwaſions of fancie, 
impatient in hisnew- affections, as the hoꝛſe that neuer 
befoze felt the ſpurre, he could not bzidle his new concetued 
amoꝛs, but watching when they ſhould depart, perceiuing 
by the geſtures of the old man, and the teares ofthe Gen- 
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—— othis &bilitie. — 
he muſed in his new paſſions, Lamedon and Sepheſtia roſe 
vp, and reſolued to fake their courſe which waie the winde 
blew : palling ſo rowne the mountaine to goe ſ&ke eut 
ſome towne, at laſt they paſſing ſoftly on, Lamedon eſpi- 
ed Menaphon : deſtrous therefoze to know the courſeof 
the tountrte, he ſaluted him thus. 

Shepheard, foz ſe farre thy attire warrants mezcurte- 
gus ,. foz fo much thy countenance impozts - tfviftrefled 
perſons whom Foztune hath wꝛonged, and the ſeas haue 

fauoured, (it we may count it fauoz to liue and want) may 
without offence traue ſo farre aide, as to know ſome place 
where to reſt our wearie and weather - beaten bones, gur 
charges ſhall be paide, and you haue fo2 recompenceſuch 
thankes as Fo2tunesoutlawes may yeld to their fanou- 
rers. Menaphon hearing him ſpeake ſo grauelp, but not 
Alting his eare to his eie, ſtode ſtaring ſtill on Sepheſtias 
face , which ſhe pertceiuing, flaſhed out ſuch a bluſh from 
her alablaſter chekes, that they lokt like the mddie gates 
— Moꝛning: this ſwerte bach lulneſle amazing Mena- 
ph on,atlaſt he began thus to anſwere, 

otrangers, pour degree Jknow not, therefoꝛe pardon if 
I gineleffe title than pour eſtates merite:foztunes frowns 
are pꝛintes foꝛtunes, c kings are ſubiet to chance and de⸗ 
tiny. Miſhap is to be ſalued with pitie, not ſcozne:and we 
that are foztunes darlings, are bound to bele&eue them that 
are diſtreſt: therefoze follow me, and pou ſhall haue ſuch 
fuccoz,as a ſhepheard may affo2d. Lamedon and Sepheſtia 
were paſſing glad, and Menaphon led the way, not con- 
tent onely to feeds his ſight with the beautte of his new 
Miſtris, but thought alſo to infer ſome occaſion of parley, 
to heare whether her voice were as meſodious as her face 
- beantifall,he therefoze pꝛoſecuted his p:attle thus. Gen- - 
tlewoman,when firff J ſaw pou nitting vpon the Arcadian 
pꝛomontoꝛie with your babie on vdur lap, æ this old father 

be, I thought I had! _ Venus with Cupid on her knee 
NED courted 
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tourted by Anchiſes of Troy; the extellence o 
could diſcoucr no leſſe than Mars his paramaur ;..and the 
beautie ofthe child as much as the dignitis of her wanton: 
at laſt perceiuing by your tears i vaur chilos ſhꝛikes, that 
ye were paſſengers diſtreſt, J lent you ſighes to partake 
vour ſoꝛrowes, and luke warme dꝛops to ſignifie how J pi⸗ 
tie ouercharged perſons, in lieu wheregflet me traue your 
name, cuntrie, and parentage.Sepheſtia ſeeing by the ſhep⸗ 
heards paſſionate lokes that the ſwain was halfe in loue, 
replied thus. Curteous ſhepheard, my blubbering cherkes 
did loke like Venus at a bluſh, it was when the wofull 
goddeſſe wept fo2 her faire Adonis: my boie is no Cupid, 
but the ton of Care, Foztuncs fondling in his youth, to be 
(I hope) her darling in his age: in that your lokes aw our 
griefe, and pour thoghts pitied our woes, our tongues ſhal 
giue thanks (the bountie of ſoꝛows tenants) and our harts 
pꝛaie that the gods map be as friendly to your flackes, as 
you fauourable vnta vs. My name is Samela, my countrie 
- Cipres,my parentage mean, the wife ofa pwze gentleman 
now deceaſed;how we arriued here by ſhipwꝛacke, gentle 
ſhepheard inquire not, leit it be tedious ſoꝛ the to heare it, 
and a double griefe fo2 me to rehearſe it. The ſhepheard 
not daring dilpleaſe his miftris, as having lones thzeates 
hanging on her lips, he conuaied them home to his houſe: 

- aſſone as they were ariued there, he began at the doꝛe to 
entertaine them thus. Faire miſtris the flower of all our 
Nimphes that liue here in Arcadia, this is my cottage 
wherein J line content and pour lodging, where l pleaſe it 
vou) pe may reit quiet: J haue no rich clothes of Egypt to 
touer the wals, no: ſtoꝛe of plate to diſcouer anie wealth, 
_ fo: ſhepheards vſe neither to be pꝛowde no2 couetous,you 
ſhal find here cheeſe and milk fo2 dainties, and wol io2 clo⸗ 
thing, in enery coꝛner of the houſe Content ſiting ſmiling 
and tempering cucriehomely thing with a welcomtthis if 
pecan bꝛok and accept of, (as gods allow the meaneſt hol⸗ 
pitalitie) pe ſhal haus ſuch welcome and fare as Phileinon 
and Baucis gaue to Iupiter. mts himhartily, 
x 3 and 
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e going into his houſe, found what he pꝛomiſed: after that 
they had ſate a litle by the fire and were wel warmes, cher 
went to ſupper, where Sepheſtia fed wel, as one whom the 
ſea had made hungrie, : Lamedon ſo plied his teeth, that al 
ſupper he ſpake not one woꝛd : after they had taken their 
repaſt, Menaphon ſœing they were wearie, and that ſleepe 
chimed on to reſt, let them ſ& their lodging, and ſo gaue 
them the god night, Lamedon on his flock bed, and Sephe- 
ſtia on her cuntrie couch, were ſo wearie, that they ſlept 
well: but Menaphon, poꝛe Menaphon neither aſked his 
ſwains fo; his ſheep, noꝛ toke his mole-ſpade on his necke 
to ſie his paſtures : but as a man pained with a thouſand 
paſſions,dzenched in diſtreſſe, t ouerwhelmed with a mul⸗ 
titude of vncoucht tares, he ſate like the pictures that Per- 
ſeus turned with his goꝛgons head into ſtones. Vis filter 
Carmela kept his houſe, (ſoʒ ſo was the countrie wench 
called) e ſhe ſceing her bzother ſit ſo mal⸗contented, ſtept to 
her cupbwꝛd efctcht a little beaten ſpice in an old bladder, 
the ſpared no euening milk, but went amongft the creams 
bolles and made him a poſſef. But alas, loue had ſo locked 
vp the ſhepheards ſtomacke, that none would downe with 
Menaphon : Carmela ſiting her bother refuſe his ſpiced 
dzink,thought al was not wel, and therfoze ſate down and 
wept:to be ſhoꝛt, ſhe blubbered,and he ſighed, and his men 
that came in and ſaw their maſter with a kercher on his 
head, mourned: fo that amongſt theſe ſwaines there was 
ſuch melodie, that Menaphon twke his bow and arrowes, 
and went to bed:where caſting himlelfehe thought to haue 
begmled his paſſions with ſome ſwerte ſlumbers: hut loue 
that ſmiled at his new entertained champion, fiffing on 
his beds head, pꝛicked him fozward with new defires, 
charging Morpheus, Phobetur, and Icolon the gods of 
llerpe, to pzeſent vnto his cloſed eies the ſingular beautis 
and rare perfections of Samela : (foz ſo will we now call 
per) in that the Idea ok her excellence fozced him tu bzeaths 
, out ſcalding ſighes ſmothered within the foznace of his 
thoughts, which grew into this o2 the like paſſion. 4 
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ſeruatiue againſt thunder, that labour had beeneenenne to 
loue, the eſchewing ol idleneſſe an Antitode againſt fans 
tie: but J ſee by p2ofe there is no adamant ſa hard, but the 


ſtrong batterie wil enter, noꝛ any hart ſo pliant to reſtleſſe 
labours, but inchantments of loue wil ouercome. Unfoz⸗ 
tunate Menaphon, that of late thoughteſt Venus a ſtrum⸗ 
pet, t her a a baſtard, now mult thou offer incenſe at her 
ſh:ine,x ſweare Cupid no leſſe than a god:thou haſt reaſon 
Menaphonz fo; he thatliues without lone, lines without 
life, pꝛeſuming as Narciſſus to hate all, and being like him, 
at length deſpiſed ol all. Can there be alwerter bliſſe than 
beautie, a greater heauen than her heauenly perfections 
that is miltcis of thy thoughts? Jfthe ſparckle ofher eies 
appeare in the night, the ſtarres bluſh at her b2ightneCle; 
ifher haire gliſter in the daie,Phacbus puts off his wꝛeath 
of diamonds, as ouertome with the ſhine of her treſſes: it 
the walke in the fietds,Flora ſ&ingher face,bids al her glo- 
rious fiowzes cloſe themſelues, as being by her beutie diſ⸗ 
graced: it her alablaſter necke appeare, then Hyems coue- 
reth his now, as ſurpalled in whiteaes,to be ſhoꝛt, Mena- 
phon, if Samela had appered in Ida, Iuno ſoʒ maieſtie,Pal- 
las foz wiſedome, and Venus fo2 beautie had let my Samela 
haue the ſupꝛemacie: why chouldeſt thou not then lone, 
and thinke there is no life to loue,ſe&ing the end of loue is 


the poſſeſſion of ſuch aheauenly paragon-but what of this 


Menaphonthaft thou anie hope to imoy her perſon, ſhe is 
a widdow, true, but to high foz thy foztunes: ſhe is in di⸗ 
ſreſle,ah Menaphon, ifthon haſt any ſparke of comfozt, 
this muſt ſet thy hope on fire:want is the load-ſtone of af- 
fection,diftrelle fo:ceth deeper than foztunes frownes, and 
fach as are poꝛe wil rather loue than want relief, foztuncs 
frowns are whetlfones to fancie, and as the hozſe ſtarteth 
at the ſpurre, ſo laue is pꝛicked foward with diſtrefſe. Sa- 
mela is ſhipwzacked,Mcoaphonreleues her, ſhe wauts,

Thad hoght Menaphon,thathe which weareth the bar 
leafhad bin fra from lightning, and the Eagles pen a pꝛe⸗ 


bloud of a goate wil make ſoft:no fozt ſo wel defenced,but 


efapplies with wealth, he ſues fo: lone, either bos th 
mag, buy dental with perpetual repentance. Inthis 
hope reſted the pwꝛe ſhepheard:and with that Menaphon 
laide his head — on the pillow, and toke a found nap, 
| flapingont faricie with a god lumber, 

As lone as the ſun appeared, the ſhepheard got him vp gl 
and fed fat with this hope, went merilie with his men to 
the lolds, and there letting fozth his ſherp, after that he had 
appointed where ther ſhuld graze, returned home, and los 
king wht his gueſts ſhuld riſe, hauing ſlept il the laſt night 
went roundlie to his bꝛeakfaſt: by that time he had ended 
his deſiune, Lamedon was gotten vp, and ſo was Samela. 
Againff their riüng Carmela had ſhewne her cokerie, and 
Menaphon tired in his ruſſet iacket, his redde ſſecues ot 
chamlet, his blew bonet, & his round flops of cuntrie cloth, 
peſtirred him, as enery iopnt had beene (et to a ſundꝛie of: 
ſice.Samela no ſoner tame out of her chamber, but Me- 
naphon as one that claimed pitie fo his paſſions, bade hir 
god mozrow with a firm louers lok:Samela knowing the 
foule by the feather „ was able to caſthis diſeaſe without 
his water, perteiued that Cupid had caught the poꝛe ſhep- 
heard in his net, x vnleſſe he — quicklie to bzeake out 
ofthe ſnare would make him a tame fle: faire lokes ſhe 
gaue him, and with aſmiling ſozrow diſconered how ſhe 
greened af his miſfoꝛtune, pet fanozed him:wel,to bzeak- 
faſt they went; Lamedon & Samela fed hard, but Menaphõ 
like the Argiue in the date gardens of Arabia, liued wi 
the contemplation of his miſtris beautie, the Salamander 
lines not without fire, the Berring from the water, the 
Mole from the earth, noꝛ the Cameleon from the aire;noz 
could Menaphon line in the fight of his Samela, whoſe 
bꝛeath was perfumed aire,whoſe eies were fier wherinhe 
delighted to dallie, whoſe hart the earthlie paradiſe wher- 
in he deſired to ingraffe the cſſence ofhis loue & affection? 
thus did the poꝛe ſhepheard bathe in a kind ol bliſſe, while 
his eie feeding on his miſtris face, ſurfeited with the extel⸗ 
lencie ofher perfection, Do long he gazed, that at length

This was ſpoken with luch dep effects,that Samela could 


ſcarcekeepe herfromſmiting, pet ſhe nd her tanceit 


with a fozrowful countenance;which Menaphon efpying 
to make her merrie, and rath wn his own aduantage,ſce- 
ing Lamedon was afiepe ,, toke her by the hand and fate 
downe, and pulling fo2th his pipe, began alter ſome me⸗ 
lodie to carrot out this roundelay. | |

As ſone as Mena phon had ended this roundelay, tur- 
ning to Sumelagitr: a cuntrie bluſh,he began to court her 
in this homely fathion:what think you Sameln of the Gas 
gle fo2 this ropall dede:that 07 falſified the old pꝛouerb, A- 
quila nou capit muſcat. Rut J meane Sam ela, are you not in 
opinion, that the Eagle giues inſtance of a pꝛintelp reſolu⸗ 
tion, in p2eferring the ſafetie of a flic befoze the credit of hir 
royal maicſtie?J thinke Menaphon that hie minds are the 
ſhelters of pouertie, e kings feats are couerts fo; diſtreſſed 
perſons, that the Eagle in ſhzowding the flie did wel [but a 
little fo2got her honoꝛ. But ha think du laid Samela, is 
this p2opoztion to be abferued! in loue: J gelle no, ſoꝛ the fix

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did it, not foꝛ loue,butfo; ſuctoꝛ. Math louc then refper of 
circfiſtancezels it is not loue, but luſtʒ fo2 where thepartics 
haue no ſimpathie ofeſtates,thete tan no firnitlone be fixt: 
diſcoꝛd is reputed the mother ol diuiſſon and in nature this 
is an vnreſuted pꝛinciple, that it faulteth which faileth in 
vnifozmitie. He that grafts Jilliflowers vpon the Netfle, 
marreth the ſmel, who couets to tie the lamb & the lion in 
one tedder, makes à bꝛaule:equal foꝛtunes, are loues fauo- 
rites, and therfoze ſhoꝛld fancie be alwaies limited by Ge- 
ometrical pꝛopoꝛtion, left if pong matching with old, fire 
and froſt fall at a tombate, and it rich with poꝛe, there hap 
manydangerous and bꝛauing obiections. Menaphon half 
nipped in the pate with this replie, pet like a tall ſouldier 
ſtode to his tackling and made this anſwere:ſuppoſe gen⸗ 
tle Samela, that a man ofmeane eſtate, whom diſdainful 
fo:tune had abaſed, intending to make her power pꝛodigal 
in his miſfoztunes, being feathered with Cupids bolt, 
were ſnared in the beautie of a qucene, ſhould he rather die 
than diſconer his amoꝛs: It queenes (quoth ſhe) were ol my 
mind, J had rather die, than periſh in baſer fozfunes, Ve- 
nus loued Vulcan, replied Menaphon: truth quoth Samela, 
but thogh he was polt-foted,yet he was a god. Phaon in⸗ 
ioped Sapho, he a ferriman that liued by his hands thꝛift, 
ſhe a pꝛinceſſe that ſate inueſted with a diadem. The moꝛe 
foꝛtunate ꝙ Samela was he in his honoꝛs, and ſhe the leſle 

famous in her honeſtie. To leaue theſe inſtances, replied 

Menaphon(fo2 loue had made him hardie) ſwet Samela 

inlextheſe pꝛeſuppoſed pzemilles; to diſtouer the baſeneſſs 

ok my mean birth, and yet the deepneſſeofmy affection who 

euer ſinco ſaw the bꝛightneſle ol pour perfection ſhiming 
vpon the mountaines of Arcadie, like the gliſter ofthe lun 
vpon the topleſſepzomonte2y of Sicilia, was ſo ſnared with 
pour beutie, 4 ſo inueigled with the excellente of that per⸗ 
fection that excteds al excelleneie, that loue entring my de⸗ 
ire, hath maintained himfette by foꝛce, that vnleſle werte 
Samela grant me fauoꝛ other loue, play the pꝛincely egle, 
J Hal with the poꝛe flie periſh my loztunes: he ay 
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ded this period with a deepe ſigh; and gamela grieuing at 
this lollie ol heſhopheard, gaue hum nuldly this antwerr. 
Nenaphon m diſtreſſed haps are the reſolutions of the 
deſtinies, and thew2ongs ofmy:pouth are the fozcrurners 
af my woesinage;mynatiue-hamcis my woꝛſt nurſcrieʒa 
my friends deny that which ſtrangers p2ejudicialy grant: 
Jarriedin Axcady ſhipwꝛackt, and Menaphon fauo ing 
my ſozowes hath affoꝛded me ſuccours,foz which Samecla 
reſts bound, and will pꝛaue thankfoll : as foꝛ loue, know 
that Venus ſtandeth on the toꝛtois, as ſhewing that loue 
crepeth on by degrees, that affection is like the ſnaile, that 
ſteales to the top of the launte by minutes :the graſle hath 
his increaſe, pet neuer any ſees it augment, the ſun ſhadow⸗ 
eth, but the motion is not ſeene, loue like thoſe ſhould enter 
into the eie, and by long gradations paſſe into the heart:

The Topace 
being thzowne into the fire burnesfratf,but no ſoner out 
ofthe flame but it fræzeth:ſtraw is ſone kindled, but it is 
but a blaze;and lone that is caught in a moment, is loſt in a 
minute: giue ine leaue Menaphon irt to ſozrow foꝛ my 
foztunes, then to call to mind my huſbands late funeralls, 
then if the fates haue alligned, 2 ſhal fantie, wil account 
ol ther befoze anie ſhepheard in Arcady,Thisconclufon of 
Samela dꝛaue Menaphon into fuch an extaſie fo2 ioy, that 
he ſtode as a man metamoꝛphozed, at laſt, calling his ſen⸗ 
ſes togither, he told her he reſted ſatiſfied with her anſwer, 
and therevpon lent hir a kiffe, ſuch as bluſhing T hetis re⸗ 
teiues from her chaiceft leman. At this Lamedon awaked, 
otherwiſe,,no doubt,Menaphonhad replied, but braking 
_ offtherr talk they went fo view their paſtures, & ſo paſſing 
down to the plate where the ſhep grazed, they ſcarched the 
ſhepherds bags e ſo emptied their bottles, as Samela mar⸗ 
uelled at ſuch an vntouth banquet : at laſt they returned 
home, Menaphon glozving in hope of his ſutteſſe inters 
teining Samela ſtil wſach turteſp, that ſhe findiug ſuch cõ⸗ 
kent nes collagebegan bn delpile the honozs ofthe com.

Me thinkes the Idea other perſon re⸗ 
pꝛeſents it ſelle an obiea to my fanſie, and that J ſe in the 
diſcoueris of her Fallenee the rare beauties of: and with 


bis heart ſhuld — bꝛoken, fitting as the Lapithes when 
they.gazed on Meduſa. Doron maruelling at this ſodaine 
euent, was halle afraid, as if ſome appoplerie had aſtonied 
his ſenſes, ſo that cheering vp his friend, he demanded what 
the cauſe was of this ſodaine conceit, Melicertus no nig⸗ 
card in dilcouerie of his foztunes, began thus: J tell thee 
Doron, befoze J kept ſheepe in Arcadie, J was a ſhep⸗ 
heard elſwhere, ſg famous foꝛ my fockes, as Menaphon 
foꝛ his foldes; beloucdofthe Nimphes, as he likt of the 
Countrie Damſels; coueting in my laues fo vſe Cupids 
wings, to ſoare high in my deſires, though my ſelle were 
bozne fo baſe foꝛtunes. The hobbie catcheth no pꝛey, vn⸗ 
lelle he mount beyond her marke, the palme fre beareth, 
molt bowes where it groweth higheſt, and loue is moſt ſoꝛ⸗ 
tunate where his tourage is reſolute, and thought beyond 
his tompaſſe. Grounding thereſoꝛe on theſe pꝛinciples, 
fixt mine eie on 4Nimph,whoſeparentage was great, but 
her beautie far maze excellent, her birth was by many de⸗ 
grees greater than mine, and my woꝛth by many diſcents.. 
Icffe than hers: yet knowing Venus laued Adoniszand Lu-

Thus 
in loues J loſt loues, and fo; her loue had loſt all, had J not 
when J neere diſpaixed the clemencie ot ſoine curteaus 
ſtarre, oꝛ rather the verie excellence of my Pittris fanours 
ſalued my ha!fe deſpairing maladie: fog ſhe ſeeing that 3 
held a ſuperſtitious opinion ofloue, in honouring hin to;

It (my god Melicertyythou didſt enioy thy loues, what 
is the occaſion thou beginneſt with ſighs, and endeſt with 
pallions. ah Doron there ends my iopes, foz no ſoner hav 
I triumpht in my faugurs,but the trophœs of my foꝛtunes 
fell like the hearbs in Siria, that flourich in the moꝛne⸗ 
and fade befo2e night: oꝛ like vnto the flie Tyryma, that 
taketh life and leaueth it all in one daie. Ss my Doron) did 
it fare with me, foꝛ J had no ſoner enioped my loue, but 
the heauens (enuious a ſhepheard ſhould haue the fruition 
of ſuch a heauenly paragon) fent vnrevotable Fates to de⸗ 
pꝛiue me other life, and ſhe is dead: Dead Doron;tohes, 
to my ſelfe, to all, but not to ny memoꝛie, ſoꝛ ſo deepe wers 
the caracters ſtamped in my inward ſences, that obliuion 
can neuer race out the fozme ot her excellente. And with 
that he ſtart vp, ſoeking to fail out of thoſe dumpes with 
muſicke, (foꝛ he plaid on his pipe certaitteſormets he hav 
contriued in pꝛaiſe ofthe cauntrie wenches but plain 104 
ron as plain as a packſtaffe, deſired him to ſound a rounde⸗ 
lax, t he would ſing a ſong, which he carolled to this effec,

Pan and ſtriue, Midas being iudge, and ſhould hap te 
giue me the garland, J doubt not but his Aſſes eares ſhuld 
be doubled: but Doron, ſo long we diſpute of loue, and fo2- 


got 
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get our labo2s,that both our flocks ſhal be vnfolded, and to 
mozrow our merrie mieettaghindered, Thats true quoth 
Doron,faz there wil be all the ſhepheards daughters and 
countrie damlels, and amongſt them feare not but Mena. 
phon will b2ing his faire ſhepheardeſte, there Melicertus 
thalf thou le her that wil amate al our modes, and amaze 
thx, and therefaze god Melicertus let vs be going. With 
this pꝛattle away they went to their folds, where we leaug 
them, t return to Menaphon, who triumphing in the hope 
ok his new loues, cauſed Samela to trick her vp in her cun- 
trie attire, and make her ſelf bꝛaue againſt the mæting:ihe 
then thought, to be cop, were to diſcouer her thoughts, dꝛeſt 
her ſelfe vp in Carmelas ruſſet caſſocke, and that is quaint- 
ly, as if Venus in a tountrie peticote had thought to wan⸗ 
ton it with her louely Adonis. The mozrow came, x awate 
they went, but Lamedon was left behind to keep the houſe. 
At the houre appointed, Menaphon, Carmela, and Samela 
came, when al the reſt were readie ts make merrie. As (on 
as woꝛd was bꝛought, that Menaphon came with his new 
miſtris, al the companie began to murmur, and euer man 
fo pꝛepare his eie foz ſo miraculous an obieu:but Peſana 
a heardſmans daughter ofthe ſame pariſh, that long had 
loued Menaphon, & he had filled her b;zows with frownes, 
her eies with furie, and her heart with grieſe; yet coue- 
ting in ſo open an alſemblie, as wel as the could to hide a 
pad in the ſtraw, ſhe expected (as others did) thearriuallof 
her new coꝛriuall: who at that inftanf came with Mena- 
phon into the houſe, No ſoner was ſheentred in the par⸗ 
tour, but her eies gaue ſuch a ſhine, and her face ſuch a 
bꝛightneſſe, that they ſtod gaz ing on this goddelle, and he 
vnacquainted, ſeeing her ſelfe among ſo manie vnknowne 
ſwaines, died her ch&kss with ſuth a vermelion bluch, that 
the countrie maides themſelues fell in loue with this faire 
Nimph, and could not blame Menaphon foz being outer 
the ſhoes with ſuch a beautiful creature.

ſhe was a ſtranger, they graced her to make her the miſtris 
ofthe feaſt. Menaphon ſœing Samela thus honoꝛed, coneci⸗ 
ued no ſmal content in the aduaneing of his miſtris, being 
pallingtocund and pleaſant with the reſt ofthe companie; 
inſamuch that euerie one perteiued how the poze ſwaine 
fed vpon the dignities ofhis miſtris graces.Peſananoting 


this, began to lowꝛe: and Carmela winking vpon her fel- 


lowes, anſwered her frownes with a ſmile, which dou- 
bled her griefe 3 foz womens paines are moꝛe pinching it 
they be girded with a frumpe, than if they be galled with 
amilchiefe.

eie from one particular obiect, » the ſent it abꝛoad tb make 
general ſurueꝝ of their countrie demeanours, But amidit᷑ 
all this gazing, he that had ferne poꝛe Mena Phon, houu in 
fected with a ielous furie, heffareveath man in the fate 
2 their eies ſhould ferd oꝛ ſurfet on his mittris — 
tie:it they glanced, he thought ſtrait they would be riuals 
in his loues, if they flatly lokt, then they were depelp 
ſnared in affection, if they once ſmilde on her, they had res 
teiued ſawe glanee from Samelathat made them ſo mala⸗ 
pertzif ſhe laught, chr likt, and at that he began fofibwnet 
thus late pe Mcnaphon al dinner white pained with 
athouſand ielaus — kepinghis teeth garders ot his 


eertus halfe impatient of his new tonreiued thoughts, de⸗ 
nen fg: ris hat te damiri wagbzopght. vp, aud 
14203 I whether 
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whether, ons as wiſe, as beautiful, he chere teze began 5 


to bꝛeake ſilence thus. 
Che Oꝛgies which the Bacchanals kept in Thealie;the 
leaſts which the melancholie Saturniſts founded in Danu- 
by, were neuer lo quailed with ilence;but on their keſtiual 
daies they did frolikeamongf themſelues with many ple ⸗ 
ſant parlies: were it not a ſhame then that we of Arcalic, | 
famous fo2 the beautie of our Nimphes, and the amozoug 
roundelaies of our ſhepheards, ſhuld diſgrace Pans holidais 
with ſuch melancholie dumps? curteous countrieſwains 
ſhake ofthis ſobzietie, and ſceing we haue in our compa⸗ 

nie damſels both beautiful and wiſe,let vs entertain them 
with pꝛattle to trie our wits , and tire our time: to this 
they al agreed with a plaudue. Then quoth Melicertus: hy 
pour leaue, ſince J was firſt in motion, 4 wil be firlt in 
queſtion, and therfozenew come ſhepheardeſſe art to pou: 
at this Samela bluſht, and he began thus. 

Faire damſel, when Nzreus chatted with Iuno, he had 
pardon, in that his pꝛattle came moꝛe to pleaſure the god⸗ 
deſſe, than to ratifie his owne pꝛeſumption:if 4 miſtris be 
ouerbold, foꝛgiue me: requeſt not to offend,but to ſet time 
free from tediouſnefle. Then gentle ſhephcardeſle tel me, 
if pou ſhould be tranſfoꝛmed thzogh the anger ofthe gods, 
into ſome ſhape, what creature would pou reaſon to be in 
foꝛme 2 Samela bluſhing that ſhe was the firſt that was 
boꝛded, vet gathered vp her crums, and deſirous fo ſhew 
her pꝛegnant wit, (as the wiſeſt women be euer tickled 
with ſelfeloue) made himthis anſwere. 

Gentle ſhepheard, if fits not ſtrangers to be nice, noꝛ 
maidens to coie: leſt the one feele the weight of a lcoffe, 
the other the fal of a frumpe: pithie queſtions are mindes 
whetſtones, and by diſcourſing in ieſt, manie doubts are 
deſciphered in earneſt: therefoze you haue fozeſtalled me 
in crauing pardon, when you haue no neede to feele anie 
grant of pardon, Thereloze thus to your queſtion: 
Daphne I remember was turned to a baie tre,Niobetaa 
flint, Lampetia and her ſiſters to flowers , and ſundzie 
FT 2 Uirgins 
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Uirgias to ſundzie ſhapes accozding to their meritesʒ but 
ik my wiſh might ſerue foꝛ a Petamoꝛphoũs, F would be 
turned into a ſherpe. a ſheepe, and why fo miftris?J reaſon 
thus, qudteg Samela, my ſuppoſition ſhould be imple, my 
life quiet, my fwde the pleaſant plaines of Arcadie, and the 
wealthie riches of Flora, my dzinke the cole ſtreames that 
flow from the concaue Pꝛomontoꝛie of this continent, 
my aire ſhould be cleere, my walks ſpacious, my thoughts 
at eaſe, and can there be(ſhepheard) anie better pzemiflcg 
to conclude my replie than theſe? But haue you no other 
_ allegations to confirme your reſolutionzPes firquoth ſhe, 

and farre greater. Then the law of our firſt motton,quoth 
de, commands vou to repeat them. ar be 2 Sa- 
mela that 3 Would not doe of free will ante thing that this 
pleaſant companie comniands : therefoꝛe thus were Ja 
ſhepe, J ſhould ve garded from the foldes with tolly 
Swaines, ſuch as was Lunas Loue on the hilles of Lar- 
mos; their pipes ſounding like the melodie of Mercuric, 
when heluld aſleepe Argus: but nioze, when the damſels 
tracing along the Plaines, ſhould with their eies like 
Dunnepzight beames, dꝛaw on loks to gaze on ſuch ſpark⸗ 
ling Plannets:then wearie with food, ſhould J lie and lok 
on their beauties, as on the ſpotted wealth of the richeſt 
Firmament, Ichould liſten to their werte lates , moꝛe 
ſwete than the ſea· boꝛne Syrens: thus feeding on the deli⸗ 
cacte of their features, I ſhould like the Tyrian heifer fall 
in loue with Agenors darling. J but, quoth Melicertus, 
thoſe faire faced damſels oft dzaw foꝛth the kindeſt ſheepe 
to the ſhambles. And what of that fir, anſwered Samela, 
would not a ſhepe ſo long fed with beautie, die fo2 lone. 

Ihe die(quoth Peſana) there is moꝛe kindneſſe in beaſtes, 
than conſtancy in men:fo2 they die fo2 loue, when larks dx 
with leeks. Ir they be ſo wife quoth Menaphon, they ſhe w 
but their mother wits,fo2 what ſparks they haue of incon⸗ 

ſtancie, they dꝛaw from their female foſtcrers, as the Sea 
doth ebbes and tides from the Pon. Ss de it ſir, ar ſwercd 
Pefana then no doubt your mother was made ofa wea⸗ 


thercock, 
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thertock, that bzought foꝛth tuch a wariering:evmpanivn:; 
foz you M. Menaphon meaſure pour loks byminttes,and 
your loues are like lightning, which no ſeoncr flaſh on ths 
eis, but they vaniſh. It is then quoth Menaphom becauſe 
mine eie is a fwliſh iudge, and chuſeth to baſely : which 
when my hart cenſares ol, it caſts away as refuſe. it wert 
beſpthen, ſaide Peſana, ta diſcharge ſuch vniuſt iudges ol 
eir ſeats, & to ſet pour eares bearers of your lone pleas. 
they fault quoth Melicertus, eneriemarket towme hath 
aremodie, 02 els there is neuer a haker nere by vii miles, 
Stay curteous ſhepheards quoth Samela, theſe K to 
b;oadbefoze, they are cinicall like Dio enes quips 
hadlarge feathers and ſharp heads, it litle fits . _ 
panie fobandie tants oflone,ſeing you are vn wedded and 
theſe al maidens addicted to chaſtitie. You ſpeake well ag 
a patroneſſe of our credite quoth Peſana, foz indirde we be 
virgins, and addicted to virginitie. Now quoth Menaphon 
that you haue got a virgin in your mouth, you wil neuer 
leaue chanting the woꝛd, til youpzoutyour elle, either a 
Ueſtall oꝛ a Sibil. Suppoſe ſhe were aUeſtat 
licertus, J had almoſt ſaid a virgin(but God fozbid {had 
made ſuch a doubtfal ſuppoſition) ſhe might tarrie water 
with Amulia in aſtue:foz amongſt al the reff of virgins we 
reade ok none but hir that wzought ſuch a miracle. Pefaiin 
hearing how pleaſantly Melicerws plaide with her no, 
thought to giue him a great bone to gnawe vpon; Avhich 
che caſt in his teeth thus bꝛiellie. J remember lr, that Epi- 
curus meaſured euerie mans diet by his owne pꝛintiples: 
Apradas the great Macedonian pirat, thought euerie one 
So a letter ofmart that bare ſailes in the Otran : none 
tame to knocke at Diogenes tubbe but was ſuppoſedaCi- 
nick, and fancie oklate bath ſo tied you to his vanities; that 
pou wil thinke Veſta aflat figured conceit of poetrie. Sa- 
mela perteiuing theſe blows would grow to dep wounds, 
bꝛake off chelr talk with this pꝛetie digrefſion:Genttemen 
to end this ſtrife, J pzate you let vs heare the opinion of 
Doron, fo; al this while neither he - of Soy +,

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tered ant tunen, but ſate ascenſo2s at dur pleasifwerenys 
ceſſariche.tald us how his heart came thus on his hall pe⸗ 
me. Doron hearing Samela thus pleaſant, made pꝛeſentiy 
this blunt replie.: J was (faire miſtris) in ſolemne doubt 
with my cafe, whether in being a ſheepe, pon would be a 
ram oꝛ aneweeAn ewe no doubt, quoth Samela,faz hoꝛns 
are the heauieſt hurthen that the head can beare. As Do. 
ron was radietareplie, came in ſodenly to this par four 
92 fiue old ſhepherds:iuhe bzoke off their pꝛattie, that from 
chat they fel to dꝛinking : and ſo after ſome parle oftheir 
flockes, euerie one departed to their own home, where ther 
falkedof the cxquiſite perfection ol Samela, eſpecially Me: 
hxertas, wha gatten to his awne cottage, and ſien downe 
8 he himſelfe, , began toruminate on Samelaes 
ape. 

Ah Mcelioertus what an obiect foꝛtune this daie bzought 
to thy eies, pꝛeſenting a ſtrangt Idæa to thy ſight, as ap» 
pered to Achilles of his dead friend Patroclus , treſſes of 
gold like the trammels of S 8 lockes, à face fairer 
than Venus, ſuch was Sepheſtia; her eie paints her out 
Sepheſtia, her voice — her out Sepheſtia, ſheſeemeth 
name but Sepheſtia: but ſeeing ſhe js — there liues 
not ſuch another Sepheſtia, ſue to bi 10 loue her, foꝛ that 
it is either a ſelfe- ys oꝛ another Sepheſtia. In this hope 
Melicertus felt to his ſlumber, but Samela was not con⸗ 
tent:ſoꝛ he beganne thus to muſe with her ſelfe, may this 
Melicertus be a ſhepheard: oʒ can a cuntrie tottage affwzd 
ſuch perfection: doth this coaſt bꝛing foꝛth ſuch exccllencie? 
then happie are the virgins that ſhal haue ſuch ſuters, and 
the wines ſuch pleaſing huſbands, but his face is not in | 
chacde with ante ruſtike pꝛopoꝛtion, his bꝛowes containe 
the characters of nobilitie, 6 his looks in ſhepheards werds 
Are loꝛdly, his voice plcafing, his wit ful ofgentrie : weigh 
all theſe eguallp, and conſider Samela, is it not thy Maxi- 
mus? I ond fle, awaie with theſe ſuppoſſtions; could the 
-dzeaming of Andromache call Hector from his graues

nopalis, but he arraied him in choiſe ſitks, à Tyaian pur- 
ple, and ſo ſent him as a pꝛize to the king of that countrie, 
who walking as then in his ſummer garden, with his 
queene the beauteous Eriphila, fel to diſcourfe(as one well 
ſeene in Philoſophie) of hearbs and flowers, as the ſausur 


oꝛ colour did occaſion, and hauing ſpent ſome time in dil⸗ 


puting their medicinable pꝛoperties, his lady reaching him 
a Parigeld, he began ta moꝛaliʒe ofit thus mexily. A mer⸗ 
nel the Poets that were ſo y2odigal in painting the amo⸗ 
rous affectionof the fun to his Hyatinth, did neuer obſerue 
the relation ot louetwirt him and the Parigold, it ſhould 
either ſeeme they were loath to incurre the diſpleaſure of 
women, by pꝛopounding in the wayofcompariſonany ſer⸗ 


lelle, than thoſe pertaining vnto vuetie, oꝛ that the #ower 
nat ſo vſual in their gar dens as ours: in her mee, 
r | ney 


p:opoztion;thau woldeſt neuen haue ſomuchempairedthy 


dꝛiue at him with ſuch pebble ſtones as he had in his hat, 
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name dis oblture the hond: of her amozs to Apollo, 10 
whoſe notions reducing the method ol her ſpzinging, ſhe 
waketh and Aerpeth, openeth t ſhutteth her golden leanes 
as he riſetij and ſetteth. Miel did you lozeſtal my exceps 
tion, quoth Eriphila, in terming it aſeruile imitation: o: 
were the condition of a wife ſo ſlauiſh, as your ümilitude 
would inkerre, J had as liefe be pour page as yur ipouls, 
pour dog as pour darling. Mot ſo ſwert wife, anſwered KA- 
genor, but the compatiſon holdeth in this, that as the Ma⸗ 
rigoty reſembleth the ſun both in colour and foꝛme, lo each 
mans wife ought euerie waie, to be the image ot her hul⸗ 
band, framing her countenance to ſmile, when theſes him 
diſpoled to mirth, and contrariwiſe her eies to teares, he 
being ſarcharged with melancholp : as the Marigolde 
iſplaieth the oꝛient oꝛnaments of her beautie, and to the 
refplendant view ol none but her louer Hyperion, ſo ought 
not a woman ol modeſtie taie open the alluremeuts ol her 
face to ante but her eſpowied phere,in whole abſence, like 
the Marigold in the abſence ol the ſunne, ſhe ought ta ſhut 
vp her dozes, m lolemnize continual night, til her huſuand 
her ſun making a happie return vnſealeth her ſilence with 
the toy ol his ſight. Eeleene me, but if all flowers (quoth 
Eriphila)affozve ſuch influence of tloquence to dur aduerſe 
Dzatozs, Ile erempt them al from my (mel, fo feare theꝑꝝ 
be al planted to poiſon. Oft haue 4 heard replied Agenor) 
our cunning phiſitians conclude, that one poiſon is harme⸗ 
- leJe to another, which if they be ſo, there is no cauſe why a 
thiſtle ſhould feare to be ſtung of a nettle. I can tell youfir, 
you were beſt beware, leſt in waving tw far in compari⸗ 
ſons of thiſtles and nettles, vou exchange not pour role fo; 
anettle. JfJ do, quoth Agenor, it is no moꝛze but my gar⸗ 
dener ſhal placke it vp by the rotes, and thꝛow it ouer the 
wall as a wede. To end this ieſt that els would iſlue to a 
iarre, what purple flower is this in foꝛme like a hyacinth 
(quoth Eriphula)fo cunningly d2opped with bloud,asifna- 
ture had intermedled with the Heralds art to emblazon a 
bladinghrare, Iti is the flower, into 1 Poets faigne 
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J cans cunſem dying Adonis to befumitdy 4 frire hey, b 
painginfoztunate. Mlas it paſſible(qudth Etiplala)that 
euer Nature ſhould he ſo hounteaus ton bop, to giue him 
a face in deſpite of women ſo faire: faine would J ſecluch 
an obiect , and then would J. defie beautie ſoꝛ imparting 
our excelencie to any inferto; abtect. Jn ſaping theſe-wazds 
(asiffoztune meant to:pzefenther fancie with her defirey 
feliciti) | Romanio.conducted by ene of the Loves; came 
with yong Pleuſidippus in his hand into the paiuic gar- 
den: here diſcourſing vnto the king the tent of Eurilo- 
chus, in pꝛeſenting him witt luch an ineſtimable Jewell, 
the manner ot his tauung in the Strond of Arcade, witho⸗ 
ther circummſtantes at vowed allegeance:: all: Which being 


gratefully acceptedof Agenor, heiſealed tharſeucrallpar» 


dons and ſo gaue them — to depart. But when he had 


thꝛoughly obleruedeuery perfectzon of yong Pleuſidip pus, 
he burſt info theſe termes al Mallion Dauſea- bone Pon- 
tia chenan apꝑliable eare in our tienes. that to teſtitze her 
gtemnal deitie, ſhe ſhould ſenn vs a ſerond Adonis to delude 
dur ſentes, hat euer maꝝ deſerue the name, faire haue I 
ſeene before, beautie haue Jbcheld in his b2ighteſtozb,but 


neuer ſet eie an immoꝛtalitis beſoꝛe this hoe. Eriphila 


like wiſe in no leſſe extaũie, ſ@ingher cies to dazle wich the 
reflex ofhis beautie, and her cheekes tainted with a bluſh of 
difgrace by to tw much gaping on his tace, ſaidithat either 


the ſunne had left his bower to beguile their cies with a 


boꝛrowed ſhape( which could not keep in his bꝛightnelle) oꝛ 
Cupid diſmounted from his mothers lap, left his bow a qui 
uer at randon, to outb2aue the Theſſalian dames in their 
beautie. In this cantrarietie ot᷑ thoughts. being al plunged 
welnigh in a ſperchleſſe aſloniſhment, the faire chud Pleu- 
ſidippus, not vſed to ſuth hyperbolicallſpectatozs,bzokeoff 
thefilence;by calling ſoꝛ his victuals,as one whole emptie 
ſtomacke ſince his comming from ſea, was not ouercloyed 
with delicatea, :whereat A genor reuiued fram his trance,

Thus marched 
Melicertus foʒ warde wilh olde Democles , the ſuppoled 
ſhepheard till they tame to the Caſtle where Pleuſidippus 
and his faire Samela were reſident. As lwne as they cams 
there, Melicertus begirt the Caſtle with ſuch a ſiege, as ſo 
many lſheepilh caualiers could furniſh:which when he had 
done, ſummoned them in the Caſtle fo parlep: the yang 
knight ſtept vpon the wals, and ſe&ing ſuch a crew at baſe 
companions,with iackets and ruſtie bils on their backes, 
fell into a great laughter, and began to taunt them thus, 
Mhy what ſtrange metamoꝛphoſis is this: Are the plaing 
of arcadie, whilome filled with labourers, now ouerlapde 
with launces? Are ſherpe tranſfozmed into men, ſwaines 
into ſouldiers, and a wandzing companie of poꝛe ſhiepe- 
heards, into a woꝛthie troupe of relolute champions: no 
doubt, either Pan meanes to plap the god ol warte, oꝛ elſe 
thele be but ſuch men as roſe of the teeth of Cadmus.

But Democles ſæ⸗ 
ing in touert he could not tonqurr, and that in veſpairing 
loues ſecrecie was no ſalue, hc diſpatcht letters to the no⸗ 
bilitie ot his court, with ſfrait charge that they thould be 
in that place within ther daies with 10000. rng. This 
newes came ns ſwner to the general of his fozces, but le⸗ 
uping ſo many appꝛoued ſouldiers, he eons tone in 
by night to the place Democles in his letters had pꝛelc 
bed, and there toyfully entertained by the king, they were 
placed in ambuſh ready when the ſignallſhould be ginert 
fo iſue ont of the place, t perfozme their ſotteraignes rom} 
mand. Mell the third day being come, no ſoner'did I itatt 
ariſe tom the waterie couch ol his lemman, but theſe two 
thampions were ready in the liſts, accompanied with the 
towt of al the Artadian ſhepheards;x old Democles whom 
they had appointed fo2 one ofthe Judges, Pleuſidippus 
ſeing Melicertus aduaunce on his ſhield the waues ofthe 
fea with a Venus ſitting vpon them, miarnelled what thy 
chepheard ſhuld be that gaue this arms, Melicertus way 
as much a mazed to ſe a ſtrange Thelfalian knight vaunt 
his armes without difference : vet being fs fraught with 
direful reuenge, as they ſcozned to ſalute ech other ſo much 
as with thꝛeats, they fel toughly to blowes. Samela ſtan⸗ 
ding on top of a turret, æ viewing the combat, the pmꝛe la» 
dy grieuing that fozher cauſe ſuch a ſtratagem ſhould ariſe 
in Arcady, her connfenance ful offozow, + floudsofteares 
falling from her eies, ſhe begantobztathe out her patfion. 
Unfoztunate Samela,bozn to miſhaps, and fozepointed to 
ſinilter foztunes,whole bloms were repined to mifchance, 
E whole fruit is like to wither with diſpaire, in thy pouth 
ſatodiſcontent pzuningherſelf on thy fozehead,now in typ 
age ſozow hides hir leife amonglt the wzinkles ofthy face:

As ſtil che was about to go foꝛ ward in her paſſion, 
the trumpet ſounded , and they fel to fight in ſuch fnrious 
ſozt, as the Arcadians and Democles himſelfe wondzed 
to ſes the courage of the ſhepheard , that he tied the knight 
to ſuch a ſoze faſke, Pleuſidippus likewiſe feeling an ex- 
traoꝛdinarie kind of fozce , and ſ&ing with what courage 
the knight ofthe ſhepheards fought,began to conietture di- 
uerfly of the waues, t to feare the euent ofthe combat, Dn 
the contrary part, Melicertus halfe wearied with the hea- 
uy blowes of Pleuſidippus, ſtode in a maze how ſs yong a 
wag ſhould be ſo expert in his weapon. Thus debating 
diuerſly in their ſeuerall thoughts, at length being both 
weary,they ſtept back, and leaning on their ſwozds, toke 
bꝛeath, gazing ech vpon other. At laſt Pleuſidippus burſt 
into theſe ſpeeches. Shepheard in life, though now a gens 
tleman in armoꝛ, it thy degree be better, J glozy, J am not 
diſgraced with the combate: tel me, how dareſt thou fo far 


wꝛong me, as to weare mine armes on thy ſhield? Pꝛin⸗ 


cockes(quoth Melicertus) thou lieſt, they be mine aon, and 
thou contrarp to the lawe of Armes beareſt my creſt with⸗ 
but difference, in which quarrcll, ſeeing it tencerneth my 
hongur, 4 will reuenge it as farre as my loues: and with 
that he gaur ſuch a charging blow at Plenſidippus helme, 
that he had almoſt ouerturned him: Pleuſidippus leſt not 


the blow vnrequited, but doubled his fozce :inſomuch that 


the hazard of the battell was doubtfull, and both ol them

Leauing them befoze to their buſineſſe, againe to Demo- 
cles, who ſœing no intreaties wouid lerue to perfwade Sa- 
mela to loue, neither the hope ofthe Arcadian crowne, no: 
the title of a QAueene, laſtly aſlaied with frowns & thzeats, 
but all in vaine: foꝛ Samela firſt reſtrained by nature in 

that he was her father, and ſecondly by lone, in that Meli- 
certus lay impꝛiſoned onely fo2 her ſake , ſtod ſtill ſoffiffe 
to her tackling, that Democles chaunging Lone into hate, 
reſolued taxeuenge that with death, which no meanes els 
might ſatiſfie: ſo that to colgur his frauds withall, he gaue 
Samela free licenſe ts viſite Melicertus: which ſhte had not 
long done, but that by the inſtigation of the old king, the 
gatlo2 confederate to his trecherie, accuſeth her ok adulte⸗ 
rie:wherupon without further witnes they both wers ton⸗ 
demner to die. Theſe wo leuers knowingthemſelues 
guiltleſſe in this ſurmiled faction, were ioy full to end their 
loues with their liues, and ſo to conclude ali in a fatall and 
finall content of minds and faſhions , But Democles ſet 
free Pleuſ1dippus; as afraide the king of Theſſalie woulde 
reuenge the wꝛong ol his knight, intertaining him with 
ſumptuous banquets, as befitted ſo bꝛaue and wozthie a 
Gentleman. The day tame pꝛeſixed, wherein theſe parties 
ſhould die, Samela was ſo deſirous to end her life with her 
friend, that ſhe would not reueale either vnto Democles 
o2 Melicertus what ſhe was, and Melicertus rather choſe t8 
die with his Samela,then once to name himſelf Maximius. 
Both thus reſolued, waere bzought to theplace of execution: 
and Pleuſicippus ſifting on a ſcaffold with Democles, ſees 
ing Samelacomefo2th like the bluſh in the moꝛning, felt an 
wntauth paſſion his mind, e nature began to enter com⸗ 
bat With his thaugyta, not loue, but reuerence, not fancy, 
but feare began to aſſaile him, that he turned to the king, e 
ſaid: Js it not pittie Pemocles, ſuch diuine beautie ſhould 
be woʒapt in cinders: Mo quoth Democles.

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pfkingmult be ſatiſſied. At this anſwere Plerſidippiyr” 
woapt his face in his cioe and wept, and al the alutants 
gratutd to ſe fo faire a creature ſubiect to the violent rage 
of Foztuna . Mel Democles commanded thodeathſman 
to do his deuoyꝛe, who knerling downe and trauing par⸗ 
don ready ta giue Melicertus the fatall ſtroake, there ſtept 
ont an olde woman attired like @122ophtteſſe , whv cried. 
out, villaine hold thy hand, thouw2ongtt the daughter 
of a king. Democles hearing the outcrie, and ſeing that at 
that woꝛd the people began to mufinie 4 murmur, deman⸗ 
ded ol 5 old woman what ſhe meant.
